A 
breath at Osage City, then Reading, 
and a shuddering sigh at the ill-fated 
Lang.

Most people would think that as man 


is, with very few exceptions, "right 
handed" he would be at the same time 
"right legged." 
lint 1his is not the 


ease. Almost every right handed man 
uses his left leg more than his right. 
For instance, most people find it much 
more natural to go around circles to 
the right than to the left. That is be- 
cause they start with the left leg. Be- 
ing stronger, it is more readily brought 
into action, and it is on this account 
that bodies of soldiery always start to 
march with the left foot. 
Almost ail 


courses for foot races are made out for 
running to the right, and dancers will 
Indorse the statement that the majority 
of movements are far more easily ex- 
ecuted in that direction. The left foot 
Is the one that is placed in the stirrup 
for mounting a horse, and iu jumping- 
It is from the left foot that the athlete 
"takes off." Thus it will be seen, as a 
general rule, "right handed" people are 
"left legged."
